AGRIPPA. 


LF.6SON TEX T—«cts 2« (vv. 1, J4-31). 
GOLDEN TIENT- I was not disobedient 
untu the heavenly vision.—Acta 26; IS. 


It is possible to use the Bible either 
as a music box or a telephone. 
We 
should let it speak the w ords of the 
Lord Jesus to u s and our pupils. This 
lesson occurred probably A. l>. 59, per­ 
haps in August, the day a fte r last Sun­ 
day’s lesson. 
This was the sam e hall 
where Agrippa had heard the people 
calling him a god (Acts 1*2). 
Paul, 
the center of all Interest, is chained 
to his Roman guardians. T h e prisoner 
has been vehemently accused as one 
worthy of death and had appealed to 
Caesar, but Festus, not being well ac­ 
quainted with Jew ish laws and cus­ 
toms. 
could not 
make any definite 
charge against him before the Roman 
court. 
Hence he turns him over to 
Agrippa. 
who 
Was well 
acquainted 
with m atters of Jew ish law. 
I. Paul, the 
P reacher 
(vv. 1-2.9). 
This w as one of the groat occasions 
in the life of this great m an. 
Paul 
was preaching to u king am i a woman 
of great influence (a sermon which 
little changed their lives evidently), 
and a I si) to the coming ages, 
This 
king and queen were wedded to their 
infamy. 
God had in mind on that 
day an audience in comparison with 
which th at which Paul saw faded into 
oblivion. 
Notice his argum ent. 
(1) 
lie begins with his own experience. 
In these verses (here are over forty 
persona! pronouns. 
Mini do not need so much light as 
they do need heat, and 
Paul 
was 
speaking out of the hot throbs of his 
personal experience. 
Paul stood be­ 
fore them a living miracle, an Incar­ 
n ate argum ent. 
We might tremble at j 
the doctrine of the resurrection. 
He ; 
knew it w as n marvelous thing that 
God shoul 1 raise tin* dead, bu t that 
change had 
been 
wrought 
in 
him I 
which was equivalent to the miracle 
of raising one front the grave. 
Paul's plea w as for the Rom an as 
well as the Jew. 
Considering his per 
sonal testimony, he declares th at he 
is a true Jew of tin1 strictest sect (vv. 
4-8), and as such he lived in 
the 
“hope of the prom ise” as predicted by 
Isaiah and Daniel. 
That promise has- 
been fulfilled in Jesus, tin,* crucified 
who rose again from the dead, and 
Paul 
adds, 
"I have seen him, 
for 
which hope’s sake, King Agrippa, 1 
nni accused of the Jew s.” (2) (\v. !' 
15) Paul tells the audience that he 
himself, was once a zealous perm 
cutor of the Christians, more so that 
those who are now persecuting him 
“being 
exceedingly 
tuad 
again# 
them.” 
lie then relates his D a n r n u 
journey and the conversation held or 
the road with the risen Lonl. 
The gospel Paul preached was i< 
lead men into tin* kingdom of Go* 
th at they might receive forgivcner. 
of sins and an inheritance nnni.i^ 
those who were fitted for that it.h e n 
tunee, who were the sanctified. 
Foi 
this cause tin* Jew s went about <*> kill 
him. 
II. Agrippa, the Doubter (vv. 24-92). 
Five w ays are suggested as to the 
reception 
of 
Paul's 
hie. sage. 
Tin 
high priest's way was to hate him ami 
oppose. 
Felix s w ay was "go thy way 
this time. 
When I have u more eon 
venient season I will call.” 
Festus 
way (vv. 24-20) was t > charge t aul 
with madness. Much learning (literal 
ly, many writings) was turning hit: 
mad, making him a lunatic, a dreamer, 
one who lived in tin* atmosphere <>V 
wild imaginings. 
P aul’s reply was 
not harsh. "Most noble F estus” (Am. 
R.) "I am not mad, hut speak words oi 
soberness,” words of eternal life and 
spiritual life (of sound sense) that 
i were true and earnest. Paul thereupon 
appeals to King Agrippa to confirm 
his statem ents (v. 2-0). 
The crazy 
man is lie who lives for this w o r l d 
rath er than for eternity. 
T he devil 
has cheated many a man out o f eter­ 
nal life by the method which Festus 
followed. 
H e bus also cheated many 
a Christian out of the larger life in 
the sam e way. P a u l’s appeal to Agrip­ 
pa (vv. 27-29) is very suggestive. 
Some people believe thut the con­ 
tents of the prophecies are of no |»n-s- 
**nt day value, and some are trying to 
break their force. 
Some declare they 
cannot be true, yet these prophecies 
are the ones that declare that "Jesus 
is the Christ, tlie Son of God.** 
The 
literal translation of Agrippa's answ er 
K "In a little thou persuadest me to 
he a Christian.” 
It is said th at Agrip­ 
pa said this in sarcasm, hut, like many 
another attem pted jest, it revealed the 
real state of the heart. 
Agrippa saw the cost of further con­ 
sideration of th e claims of Christ and 
was unwilling to pay tin* price (vv. 
:JU-92). 
T hus Agrippa’s soul was lost, 
and yet he was within one step of 
eternal life. 
Paul with great dignity 
took advantage of Agrippa’s ambigu­ 
ous expression, and said: "I would to 
God that w hether with little or with 
much, not only thou but also all that 
hoar me this day might become such 
as I am except (raising his fettered 
hands) these bonds.” 
(Am. R.).
